Tho \‘onsal-General, 
there! ore, requests mo to issuc a new notifi- 
cation, with tho publication of which you 
sre entrusted by the prosent iostruction, 

In receipt of this despatch, 1 may ald 
that proclamations interdicting the abuse 
in question have been repeatedly issued in 
former times, As it has now novertheless 
become tiecessury to publish a new prohibi- 
tion, Ltrust that the owners of poaltry-shops 
in the Settlemente as well as country-people 
offering poultry for sslo will all without 
exception obey my commends, and pat 
thoir fowls, duck, dro, into baskets, They 
are not allowed to carry them on poles, feot 
tied together, and head downwards.

“SPECLAL ” INTELLIGENCE. 

The following, taken from a Cana- 
dian nowspaper, shows how carefully if 
not always truthfully the agents of the 
party whom wo may atyle, “not dis- 
affected citizens,” circulate abroad intel- 
ligence from Hongkong.

Hongkong, March 1,—There is eute 
prise and dissatisfuc.ion among the 
Americans in China by the refusal of 
General Donovan, conimanding the 
British garrison at Hongkong, to 
fire a salute of 21 guna on Washing- 
ton's birthday.

here> stationed, regarding the refusal 
asan act of insubordination.

Sing,—The China Merchants’ Steamn- 
ship Navigation Compnay of Blisnghal,
